GEN. M’CASKEY’S REPORT. 
HE RECOMMENDS CANTEEN. 
(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.] 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 28.—In hig an- 
nual report for the Department of Col- 
orado which has just been received at 
the War Department, Brig.-Gea. 
Willlam 8. McCaskey, commanding, 
recommends among other things the re- 
establishment of the canteen feature 
on the post exchanges and also addi- 
tional prizes for marksmanship. 

Gen. McCaskey. states that during the 
past year a strong effort has n 
made to stop the sale and improper dis- 
position of military clothing by en- 
listed men, and that trials before 
United States courts of civilians 
charged with buying arms, ammunition 
and clothings from soldiers have not 
resulted in convictions. He makes the 
vecommendation that uniform clothing 
should be so marked that no question 
could arise as to its issue by the gov- 
evament, and upon the discharge of the 
soldier, or if, for any other cause, he 
became separated from the service, the 
clothing be purchased by the govern- 
ment and destroyed. 

In view of the fact that large bodies 
of troops are constantly traveling to 
and from the Pacific Coast, Gen. Mc- 
Caskey recommends that a standerd 
kitchen car for a command not less in 
size than a battalion should be adopt- 
ed, so as to enable the troops to be 
subsisted on the regular garrison ra- 
tion and with much greater comfort 
and convenience than at present. 

The following recommendations as to 
athletics are concurred in by 
McCaskey:

To the uninitiated the standard 
named by the board seems high enough 
to embrace even milk fit only for hog 
fcod. It specifies that during the half 
year from May te October the milk 
must not contain more than 500,000 
colonies to the eubic centimeter. As a 
cubic centimeter comprises about as 
much milk as win lie on the point of 
an ordinary table knife, it would — 
te the lay mind that the 
should have nothing to fear. 

But the milkmen themselves know 
better. They are well aware that bac- 
- teriological tests recently taken of the 
3 of a number of local dairies 

ve shown as many as 4,000,000 colo-. 
mies in a single cubic centimeter. 

The City Bacteriologist has been 
waking milk tests during the greater 
}ortion of the summer. The Health 
Board has compared the results «of 
their investigations with the microsco- 
pical tests and found that in almost 
every instance where cattle pens and 
mil houses were in unsanitary condi- 
tion the number of colonies in the milk 
was unusually high. 

It was immediately following one of 
these comparisons that the board 
adopted thé half million standard for a 
test of the purity of milk. 

This manner of test makes it com- 
paratively easy for the health depart- 
ment to detect the delivery of impure 
milk. Established in the city are a 
number of depots that receive milk 
from country dairies and deliver it to 
urban consumers. It is almost impos- 
sible for the authorities .to make cer- 
to in that all those country dairies are 
in the pink of condition. but it is easy 
te detect the presence of @ny consider- 
„ bie quantity of disease breeding milk 
in the mixture delivered by the depots. 

If the samples taken by the bacterio- 
logist this week show as great a num- 
ber of colonies to the cubic centimeter 
as did the majority of those taken dur- 
ing the first investigation there will 
very probably be a number of milk per- 
mits suspended at the next meeting of 
the Health Board. 

In order that the dairymen may not 
he alone in his misery City Chemist 
Miller has commenced an analysis of 
samples of condensed K cad In cans 
by local grocers. A few of the samples 
already tested are said to consist al- 
most wholly of water, sugar and glu- 
core. 

One result of the last pure milk cru- 
sade was to expose the fallacy of the 
cf{t-repeated boast that Pasadena and 
Long Beach receive a purer milk sup- 
pix than does Los Angeles. 

At one time the Health Board sus-. 
pended the permits of five country 
dairymen. Rumor has it that three of 
these dairymen promptly delivered 
their milk to Pasadena consumers and 
two to Long Beach. All boasted that 
they found a ready market in these 
euburbs and that they did not miss a 
single milking. Two of the dairymen 
have not made application to have their 
rermits renewed.

R WESTERN PROSPERITY. 

The great Northern Irrigation 
Congress which held its thirteenth an- 
nual session at Portland, Or., last 
week, brought out many matters of the 
greatcst importance to every man 
whose interests count in the West. 
These matiers are really of great 
national import, but more so to the 
West, its development and prosperity. 
Every man doing business west of the 
Mississippi River has vital interests in 
the work for which this great congress 
stands. And this thirteenth session 
was in some respects the most notable 
in its history. One such respect was 
the great number of delegates present. 
Almost every~State in the Union 
aimed to be represented, and at least 
twenty States were actually repre- 
sented. The total number of dele- 
gates appointed was more than 1200. 
There were more than 1000 actually 
present, and at one session there were 
754 delegates on the floor of the con- 
gress. 
Perhaps the most generally interest- 
ing and impressive facts set before the 
convention were that the total area 
of arid lands susceptible of reclama- 
tion under the irrigation scheme now 
being developed by the Federal 
Government amounts to 100,000,000 
acres. The largest area one person 8 
permitted to take up is 160 acres. 
There is a further very large area of 
arid lands already held in private 
hands, whether of persons or corpora- 
tions, which is also reclaimable under 
the systems being installed or to be 
installed by the government. The 
Federal officials under whose charge 
the work is planned and carried out 
are instructed to embrace such private 
holdings in the several systems planned 
whenever the holders of these lands 
join with the government by offering 
their lands to actual settlersin small 


being done in some instances. 

Now, looking only at the 100,000,000 
acres actually controlled by the 
government, ond essuming that cach 
settier will take up 160 acres, the 
maximum under the law, we have 
room on these reclaimed lands for 
625,000 families, and in the country, 
where race-suicide is unknown, this 
would give a population of 3,125,000 
persons. In California it is well known 
that 100 acres of irrigated lands, if the 
soil good and the climate suita 


no doubt that much less hol 
low as forty and even as low 


supply of water, will be 
most settlers will care to take up at a 
cost of $40 to $50 per acre. Where 
the maximum holding is taken up, as 
the value of the land rises, as it will 
to several times its first purchase price, 
portions will be sold off. When not thus 
disposed of, the family, as it comes 
to manhood, will divide the lands, each 
portion becoming a moral home for a 
family. Thus by continual settlement 
and then by subdividing we may ex- 
pect to see at least four times the first 
figure, or 12,000,000 to 13,000,000 per- 
sons settled on these reclaimed lands. 

But this is only half the story. With 
such settlement will grow up villages 
and towns, which in time will grow 
into cities. Following the farmer will 
come the storekeeper, the mechanic 
and the whole industrial army in all 
its branches, including the doctor, the 
lawyer, the editor, preacher, milliner, 
It is not

parcels and at a moderate price. This is | 


a vision which sees a 
25,000,000 souls on these arid land a, 
now the homes of the coyote, jack · rab- 
bitand cowboy, when water has made 
every inch of the 100,000,000 acres sus- 
ceptible of intense cultivation. There 
are not this many people in the whole 
mountain, intermountain and Pacific 
Coast territories today. If the whole 
population of the United States were 
on this area they would not touch ei- 
bows nor get in each other’s way. As 
these irrigation systems are installed 
and the lands settled upon, with 
natural growth of population’ from 
other sources of development, there 
will be no let or hindrance to the 
up-building cf tne rest until more uu 
100,000,000 persons find healthful, 
happy, prosperous homes west of the 
Mississippi River. 

Affairs are moving with great rapid- 
ity in these opening years of ihe 
twentieth century. Never were the 
eyes of more people turned to America 
than today. Never have the West and 
its resources and opportunities been so 
well understood as they are today. 
They are better and still better under- 
stood each succeeding day. The con- 
gested populations of eastern cities are 
all yearning for an opportunity to get 
out to the broadly breathing spaces of 
the great breezy West where the 
woods grow on the mountain heights 
and the flowers deck the plains. They 
are coming. They will keep on com- 
ing until the waste places of the West 
become studded with American homes 
and the solitudes cease to exist where 
crag and gorge reécho to the cry and 
laughter of children, the sound of 
church bells and the shrill cries of 
steam whistles. All this means con- 
tinual growth in all legitimate busi- 
ness in all parts of the West. It is a 
mighty flood of prosperity whose 
sound is heard in the distance. What 
has reached us is only a rill of what 
is coming. Its rush will be almost 
irresistible. All the West has to do 
is to be true to itself, work and wait. 
Corruption, political graft and dis- 
honesty in business are the only ob- 
stacles which could get in the way of 
this industrial torrent and stay its 
course. It is a great privilege to be in 
the West and of the West. It means an 
opportunity to become independent for 
those who use their advantages aright. 
It means a place in the West and in 
its great commonwealth, a place of 
both affluence and honor for our chil- 
dren and our children's children, it 
we are faithful to our trust now, an] 
as long as they are worthy citizens of 
the State where their lot may be cast.

HE PLUNGEP’. PLUNGES. 

While the problem of submarine 
navigation is by no means solved, there 
is no denying that the performances 
of the United States submarine tor- 
pedo boat Plunger, in Long Island 
Sound, has been successful to such an 
extent as to give promise that the sub- 
marine vessel will cut an important 
figure in future warfare. The fact that 
the President of the United States was 
on board the Plunger during one of her 
submarine excursions added not a lit- 
tle to the interest in her exploits, serv- 
ing to draw the attention of the coun- 


try to them as nothing else could have 


cone. 

That the value of the submarine in 
raval warfare has been overestimated 
in the past, there can be no doubt. But 
it could hardiy be expected that this 
type of vessel would be brought to 
perfection in the comparatively short 
time that has elapsed since it was 
brought out. It has taken more than 
a generation for the evolution of the 
modern armored battleship, and there 
's ample room for further improve- 
ment. Indeed, it would not be a very 
great surprise if the modern battle- 
ship should be evoluted out of exis- 
tence in due course of time. Certainly 
its value as an implement of offense 
and defense will be extremely preca- 
rious if the submarine torpedo boat 


shall eventually be brought to such a 


state of perfection that it can be de- 
pended upon to destroy the largest and 
most powerful of battleships without 
exposing itself to danger of destruc- 
tion. 

For obvious reasons, little publicity 
has been given to such improvements 
as may have been made in the Plunger, 
over other vessels of its kind. It is 
apparent from the eonduct of the 
Plunger that some marked improve- 
ments must have been made, for the 
evolutions which it is said to have per- 
formed while the President was on 
board are quite remarkable, and the 
control of the vessel was apparently 
almost perfect. Heretofore, the sub- 
marine torpedo boat has been consid- 
ered a decidedly unsafe method of 
navigation. Too often it has proved 
to be a veritable death-trap for those 
on board, and it has not been tried out 
in the actual operations of war 
sufficiently to demonstrate its practical 
serviceability. 

We must still accept with many 
grains of allowance the enthusiastic 
assurance of the Plunger's commander, 
Lieut. Nelson, that a trip on her 
and a descent into the depths of Long 
Island Sound “would be as devoid of 
danger as would be a trip on a New 
York subway express train.“ It is hard- 
ly probable that this degree of safety 
will ever be attained in the ceastruc- 
tion and operation of submarine s- 
sels. The latter must, from the very 
nature of the case, contend with 
unusual and extremely adverse condi- 
tions. But if submarine boats can be 
made even half as safe as ordinary 
railway travel, a great step forward 
will have been taken. 

There is bound to be a wide diver- 
gence of opinion as to the President's 
wisdom in going in the Plunger on her 
trip to the bottom of the sea. If Mr. 
Roosevelt were merely a private in- 
dividual, the case would be entirely 
different. -His right to go anywhere he 
pleased would be beyond question. His 


abstract right to go where he pleases 


of jas 


: t is perhaps not question- 


able, but opinions will differ as to his 
judiciousness in exercising that right 
as he exercised it on Friday. 

The President represents some 
eighty or more millions of people. He 
must needs consult their interests in 
his goings and comings. He owes it 
to them, it not to himself, to refrain 
from exposing himself needlessly to 
danger. It is not pleasant to contem- 
plate the results which might have 
followed if the Plunger had insisted 
upon remaining at the bottom of the 
sea for several days, as other sub- 
marine vessels have insisted upon 
doing. 


LECTRICITY VERSUS STEAM. 

The announcement has been 
made that the New York Central and 
Hudson River railroad has decided to 
equip its entire mileage with electric- 
ity. If this report be authentic, the 
change will mark a notable triumph 
for the subtle force which is so little 
understood, in its contest with steam. 
The action of the New York Central 
will not entirely decide this irrepress- 
ible conflict, any more than one swal- 
low will make a summer; but it will 
probably hasten the solution of several 
problems in transportation which yet 
remain to be solved. 

Electric traction has made marve- 
lous progress since it was first intro- 
duced, which was only a few years 
ago, comparatively speaking. This 
progress has been made possible, in 
chief part, through new discoveries, 
inventions and adaptions in electric 
transmission and transformation. 
Long-distance transmission of electric 
power became practically possibile 
when apparatus was devised by which 
alternating currents of high potential 
could be “stepped down,” and trans- 
formed into direct currents of suf- 
ficiently low potential to be used in 
traction motors. These devices 
practically solved the problem of 
long-distance transmission of elec- 
trical energy, and they form the basis 
of its progress. 

If as much progress in this field 
should be made in the next decade as 
has been made in the past decade, 
the dream of enthusiastic electrical 
engineers may yet be realized, and the 
steam locomotive may virtually be 
relegated to the scrap heap. The 


ing to waste at the rate of millions ot 
horse power daily. We shall yet 
succeed in harnessing the resistiess 
energy of the pulsing sea, which will 
furnish more power than all the 
streams that flow seaward from all 
the heights of the world. The realiza- 
tion of this dream may be some dis- 
tance in the future, but that it will 
come sooner or later is not an un- 
reasonable expectation. 

At all events, electric traction is 
steadily increasing its mileage, and it 
is by no means waging a losing battle. 
it has “come to stay,” and the only 
pertinent question at the present junc- 
ture is the question how far its domin- 
ion is bound to extend. Only time can 
answer this question. Practical ex- 
perimentation and increasing experi- 
ence must solve the problem. 


RIMINAL FOLLY. 

Sheer ignorance and petty envy 
might have accounted for the first 
furtive attacks made by Hearst's 
megalomaniac hired man upon the 
Owens River project, but the most 
abysmal ignorance could not persist in 
the face of the reiterated statements 
of fact which have been published, and 
it is now clear that the lying of the 
Examiner is deliberate, calculated and 
for a sinister purpose.

It is so full of lies 
direct, lies by implication and lies by 
suppression that twice the space occu- 
pied by the mouthings of the Impos- 
sible Dolt would be required to expose 
them in all their venomous enormity. 
The first paragraph contains the false 
assertion that the Owens River project 
is being rushed through “in advance of 
‘any definite knowledge.” It is per- 
fectly well known to the Examiner 
that every foot of the proposed conduit 
line has been surveyed; that complete 
and definite knowledge of all the facts 
requisite for the preparation of 
general plans for the work and for 
estimating its cost has been acquired 
by the engineers and is contained in 
the data from which their reports were 
compiled. 

The man in the street may be en- 
cused for not knowing what work the 
Water Board and its engineers have 
done in preparing plans of the project 
before making public announcement of 
their proposed solution of the city’s 


water problem, but the Examiner 
has access to official sources 
of information and does know 


that the plans are based upon an ac- 
curate preliminary survey, made by 
expert engineers, and that its charges 
of “criminal folly” and “reckless 
haste“ are utterly false. 

It is perfectly well-known to the 
Examiner that the proposed bond 
issue, if approved, does not necessarily 
commit the city to any specific plan 
for bringing the water to Los Angeles, 
and that it is not the purpose of the 
Water Board to enter on the work of 
construction until plans shall have 
been approved by the highest expert 
authority and the money provided ty 
vote of the people. It is, or should be, 
known to the Examiner that the 
Water Board can expend but a_ very 
small part of the money to be ob- 
tained by the bond issue of $1,500,000, 
and that it is necessary to use that 
smali part in order to secure to the 
city an opportunity to obtain a water 
supply from the Owens Valley if it so 
decides. 

Yet the Hearst outfit is trying to 
put into the minds of voters the false

untold millions on a project that has 
not been considered intelligently or 
recommended by « single competent 
engineer.

EN AND THINGS 
M OVER THE SEAS. 


Notable International Event. 

The meeting of the Interparliamen- 
tary Congress during the present week 
at Brussels is a most important event. 
Gradually and from small beginnings 
we are seeing this movement grow. 
There are assembled at the Belgian cap- 
ital representatives from the Parlia- 
ments of no fewer than twelve nations 
— Great Britein, France, Germany, 
Austria, Hungary. Italy, Norway, 
Sweden, Denmark, Holland, Belgium, 
and the United States. These groups 
are not only considerable in numbers, 
ranging from a hundred to a score, but 
they include men of light and leading 
ir. their own countries and in man 
cases of international reputation as well. 
At this stage of its evolution the con- 
gress has no legal status. It is merely 
a voluntary gathering of men holding « 
public position of high honor and re- 
sponsibility—chosen legislators among 
their own peoples. But the discussions 
and resolutions of such an assemblage 
cannot fall to have great moral weight. 
Moreover the congress can and will 
take measures both to regularize its po- 
sition and gradually to strengthen its 
powers. 
Advancing the Movement. 

With these ends in view the Amer- 
‘can representatives at the present ses- 
ion will propose that henceforth the 
congress should consist of regular dele- 
gates chosen by the several Parlia- 
ments. The delegates would thus come, 
not merely to show their individual 
good will to the cause at heart, 
but as voicing the corporate good 
will of the different national es- 
islatures. This would be a great step 
n advance, and would at once lead to 
clearer and closer organization by fix- 
‘ng the number of representatives from 
each parliament. With such a body 
meeting annually, the limits of possible 
achievement can hardly be estimated. 
Of course too much need not be hoped 
‘or or expected; sovereign nations will 
rot delegate one title of their sovereign 
powers to such a congress, nor will 
independen* national parliaments allow 
their business to be fettered in the 
slightest degree by international inter- 
ference of any such kind. But, even 
within the limitations thus imposed, 
much good can be done. It is all for 
the peace of the world that parliamen- 
tary representatives should become 
better acquainted with each other. The 
principles of international justice can 
be diffused without compulsion being 
applied In any quarter, and thus the 
ground can be further prepared for the 
submission of disputes to pes’ u arbi- 
tration rather than to the dread appeal 
to arms. In this way the seed can be 
gown tha: “will ultimately bring the 
harvest that the whole civilized world 
desires—the brotherhood of man. 
Starving Spanish Peasantry. 

The terrible famine in Spain has been 
long portending. So far back as March 
last its effects were becoming manifest, 
end the Bishop of Malaga, preaching in 
the Cathedral of Madrid, denounced 
the selfishness of the rich and declared 
his willingness to sell the episcopal 
jewels to provide food for the starv- 
ing peasantry. That was more than 
five months ago, so the world at large, 
which in the interim has heard only oc- 
casional rumors as to the real state of 
affairs, can estimate the amount of 
suffering that has been silently en- 
cured. Spuin although possessing a 
similar climate, is not like Southern 
California; over vast areas there is no 
insurance provided against failure of 
the rainfall by irrigation works such 
as we have here. So when the rain 
fuils, the crops fall, the cattle starve 
and die, and then men, women and chil- 
den themselves succumb, for they are 
not only dependent on the products of 
the soll for food but on the labor which 
agricultural operations afford for all 
their other requirements. * 


Urgent Need of Help. 

The real cause of all this suffering is, 
of course, the faulty methods of agri- 
culture which have prevailed for cen- 
turies. Now at last we read of the gov- 
ernment being forced to the construc- 
tion o firrigation works. This is both 
te provide work for the unemployed, 
and diminish the risk of such evils re- 
curring. But is it not a national crime 
that there should have been delay un- 
ti; bread riots are of daily occurrence, 
until bakeries and the houses of the 
rich are being looted to obtain bread, 
end until thousands of laborers are re- 
perted to be kept from starvation on y 
br the eating of wild roots? The Gov- 
ernor of Cadiz has telegraphed the gov-

‘ernment that he cannot be held respon- 


sible for the peace of the rural disrticts 
unless public works be at once inaugu- 
rated. Sefior Romanones, the Minister 
of Agriculture, is doing what he can to 
supply food to the famine sufferers 
hut admits that the relief will be insuf- 
ficient and only temporary. A public 
utterance with which he is credited 
shows the full gravity of the situation. 
“As Minister.“ he said, “I am bound to 
declare that public order must be main- 
tained, but if I were «a laborer I should 
think differently.” He then proceeded 
to blame the landlords for having sys- 
tematically opposed the government 
whenever the latter has tried to carry 
out a’ work of general utility.” But 
when little children are dying of star- 
vation there is no time to argue over 
apportioning the blame. Food first; the 
trial for responsibility may be left until! 
later. Can the rest of the world look 
ou unmoved? Has not the hour come 
for a general effort to be made to alle- 
viate such terrible suffering?» 

One in the Eye from Germany.

They profess to be doubtful if German 
science will gg any advantage. Amer- 
han solenti methods, they say, are 
too embryonic. America possesses 
hardly a scientist who is able to tell 
Germany arything valuable; neverthe- 
kas, German science is so rich it can 
wfford to be bounteous. They point out, 
however, that care Is necessary lest 
American influence impregnate German 
fe.“

office, we have done so. We wish to 
pubiiciy state that since the day on 
which the parties called at our office, 
no one in e@euthority in this company 
has directly or indirectly seen or had 
any converse with any person from the 
* unions. We have not and will 
ot recede in any manner from the po- 
sition already taken and publicly 
stated, namely, making no concession 
whatever to any union.
